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THE SEED SITUATION ; 


With but few exceptions, there should be an ample supply of farm seeds for the coming 
season. The principal exceptions are the strictly northern grown alfalfa, Cumberland 
and Midland red clovers, and possibly a few varieties of hybrid seed corn. 


Oats and Barley - Again Scotts have heavily recleaned, bright, high germinating 
seed graing. While both Tama and Vicland Oats are disease resistant and actually may 
not need to be treated, we felt we should treat those that are Certified. The Barley 
and other oats varieties are also treated as recommended by the Experiment Stations, 


Alfalfa and Clovers -~ We believe there will be plenty of these seeds to take care 
of everyone’s needs. Ceiling prices are still in effect and have made difficult large 


quantity purchases but we have been able to.get more small lots of seed and, with heavy 
recleaning, will be able to furnish Scott quality seed as in past years. 


Meadow and Pasture Mixtures - scott Mixtures contain top quality, throughly 
mixed seed. They are convenient to order and sow, and are more widely used each season. 


Hybrid Seed Corn - The germination and amount of Corn will be equal to or better 
than last year. Kernels may be a little shorter and there are more rounds because 
pollination wasn’t as perfect due to the drought. Our quotations have been made so 
there is a real saving in using the round, small or thick flat kernels. They are 
high in germination, uniformly graded and will plant accurately. If additional 
planter plates are needed, they are easily obtained from local implement dealers 

at small cost or we can get them for you. These special grades are available each 
season at reduced prices so that the same plates can be used from year to year. 


When to Order - we suggest early ordering of seeds. While freight deliveries 
have been surprisingly prompt, it’s a good idea to play safe and order now.
